NEGROES IN RIOT 
“ON DINE FLYER 


Four Engineers Beat Off Twenty 
Blacks, 


TWO MEN BADLY STABBEC 


Many Women Watch Bloody Battle 
Precipitated by Porter and 
Construction Gang. 


— 


Four sturdy young civil engineers 
were pitted against twenty maddened 
negroes in a bloody battle waged last 
night in a combination white and col 
ored car on the Western and Atlantic 
railroad’s Dixie Flyer as the train sped 
through Murray county, southbound, 
for Atlanta. 

Two men were stabbed, one of them, 
a negro, probably fatally. When the 
train pulled into Atlanta about 11 
o'clock, Detectives Allen and Garrett 
arrested the wounded participants and 
carried them to police headquarters, 
where they were imprisoned under the 
charge of stabbing. 

The injured white man is F. Morgan, 
an electrical engineer of Birmingham. 
He is cut about the hands and arms. 
The negro, B. Posey, a Pullman porter 
of 31 Dunlap street, this city, is se- 
verely cut and slashed in the neck, 
chest and abdomen. He refused medi- 
cal attention at Grady hospital, and 
likely will die. 

Passengers Watch Fight. 

The riot was witnessed by scores of 
the train passengers, many of whom 
were women, who crowded to the lurch- 
ing platform of the car at the sound 
of the fierce combat within. Although 
many of the negroes were armed with 
huge knives, the white men are said 
to have used only their fists, fighting 
with such decisive effect that a third 
of the blacks were felled from blows 
delivered by their opponents. 

The negroes were laborers with the 
A. C. Brooks Construction company, of 
Birmingham, and were being trans- 
ported from Tullahoma, Tenn., to Live 
Oak, Fla. They numbered twenty, and 
were riding in the partitioned combi- 
nation white and colored car of the 
Dixie Flyer. 

The victorious engineers are also 
with the constructton company, and are 
Barry Jones, Ed Moragne, F. Morgan 
and A. C. Brooks. They were riding 
in the white compartment at the time 
of the affray. 

Negroes Resent Porter’s Orders. 

The battle is said to have been pre- 
cipitated by Posey, the negro porter, 
who is also alleged to have been drink- 
ing heavily. Posey, it was said by the 
engineers and other passengers, had 
gone .nto the car containing the twenty 
laborers with, an air of exaggerated 
authority, commanding several of the 
blacks to stop smoking and to remove 
their feet from the backs of adjoining 
seats. 

The negroes resented 
of the porter and began 
him. Offended at this, Posey 
to have informed the blacks that 
when he returned he would clean out 
the whole crowd. Coming back 
through the white compartment the 
porter was armed with a Keen butcher 
knife obtained from the dining car 
ahead, according to the story. 

Morgan, say the police, blocked the 
anzered porters way into the colored 
fection. Posey is said to have told 
Morgan that he would plunge the 
knife into the white man if he didn’t 
step aside, in tones boisterous enough 
to be heard by the negroes ahead. 
Fight Begins With Brandished Kaives 

Before Morgan or others of the en- 
gineering crew could disarm the por- 
der the negtv laborers rushed into 
the white compartment. Most of 
them brandished knives and were 
uting for the porter's life. 

The battle was precipitated furious- 
ly. The porter was knocked to the 
floor, bleeding from a half-dozen 
stab wounds. The four engineers 
rushed into the fighting blacks, beat- 
Ug them back with their fists and

In connection with Bannister's 
death, Dr. T. H. Cox, a Marietta street 
druggist, of 905 Marietta street, was 
arrested Sunday afternoon. He was 
charged with disorderly conduct, and 
required to give $500 bond for appear- 
ance in police court this afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock. It is alleged that the 
poison which caused Bannister's death 
was sold in Dr. Cox's establishment. 

According to Bannister’s story, told 
to his wife and family, he was suffer- 
ing from a severe headache Saturday 
night. Upon the advice of a negro 
woman, he agreed to take a remedy of 
her recommendation. The negress, ac- 
eording to the police, went to Dr. 
Cox's place, where she secured an 
amount of morphine, which she admin- 
istered te Bannister. A short while

later he was seized with a severe pain 


in the stomach, resulting in convul- 
5? ons. A hurried examination by a 
neighboring, physician revealed. mor- 
Phine poisoning. Bannister was ad- 
vised to go to the hospital as quickly 
ax possible, where the poison could be 
pumped.from his system in time to 
save his life. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock a hurry call 
was sent to Grady. The automobile 
uinbulance was first sent out, going by 
way of Jones avenue to Chestnut 
street. The “latter thoroughfare was 
found to be-inaccessible because of the 
condition due to recent paving work. 
The machine was forced to turn back

Cochran Sends Bullet Into Asso- 


ciate of Minnie Marchman, 


CLEGHORN FELL AS IF DEAD 


But He Is Not Fatally Shot---Brother- 


in-Law of Minnie Marchman 
Did Shooting. 


Ashburn, Ge., December 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Tan Cleghorn, who figured in 
the investigation of the death of Min- 
nie Marchman a short time ago, was 
shot on the streets here tonight by 
W. F. Cochran, a brother-in-law of the 
Marchman girl. 

First reports that spread about the 
town were that Cleghorn had been 
killed, but Cleghorn is still alive, and 
is not fatally wounded. 

Opened Fire at Close Range. 

Cleghorn was alone at the time of 
the shooting, according to the infor- 
mation obtained at a late hour to- 
night. He is said to have been ap- 
proached by Cochran, who uttered a 
threat and then drew a revolver and 
opened fire at close range. Cleghorn 
fell and was picked up by friends and 
carried away. This gave rise to the 
report that he was dead. 

Cochran also believed that he had 
killed Cleghorn and gave himself up 
to Sheriff Branch. 

Cochran was released on bail as 
soon as it was found that Cleghorn 
was nat killed. 

Cleghorn and Minnie Marchman. 

Minnie Marchman, who died in con- 
vulsions some weeks ago, was a sister 
of Cochran's wife and a close friend 
In fact, the early mar- 
riage of Cleghorn and Miss Marchman 
was expected by their friends. A few 
days before the girl's death she ac- 
companied Cleghorn to Ashburn and it 
was said the latter 3 to get a 
marriage license. 

Shortly after her vieit to Ashburn 
with Cleghorn, Miss Marchman was 
seived with ccnvuisions and died. 

Members of the family of the dead 
girl believed at the time of her death 
that she had been poisoned, and had 
her stomach éxamired for traces of 
poison. None was found by a chemist. 
Cochran, implicated in tonight’s shoot- 
ing, proposed tv have the body. ex- 
humed end a fuller examination made, 
but the plan was abandoned. 

Last Words of the Girl. 

According to the mother of the dead 
girl, her last words were: 

“T never want to see Tan Cleghorn 
again. He has ruined my life.” 

Just previous to her fatal iliness, 
Miss Marchman had taken a buggy 
ride with Clegnorn to this place and, 
it ig alleged, he had given her fruit 
and candy. 

While the investigation wei ie prog- 
ress, Cleghorn could not be found, but 
after the report of the chemist he ap- 
peared and declared himself innocent 


of any connection with the death of 
Miss Marchman. No warrnt was 
ever issued for Cleghorn. ‘The rela- 
tives of Miss Marchman have been 
bitter against him, however, aid it is 
thought that this bitterness led to 
his ghooting by Cochran. 


WOMAN AND $200,000 


MOTI FOR MURDER 


Man Convicted of Killing Partner to 
Get Latter’s Wife and Big 
Life Insurance. 


Baldwin, Mich., December 8.—A jury 


in the circuit court today declared O. 
M. Arebach guilty of first degree mur- 
der for the shooting of his partner, 
Harry Fisher, a Chicago business man. 
Fisher was killed in the woeds near 
here last September, while the ‘two 
men were on a hunting trip. 

Fisher, his wife and children and Are- 
bach came here late last summer, tak- 
ing up their residence on a fruit farm, 
which Fisher recently had purchased. 

On the morning of September 19 tue 
two men went into the woods to hunt 
partridges. A short time afterwards 
Arebach rushed into a neighboring 
farmhouse and reported that Fisher 
hag been accidently shot. Fisher's 
body was carried to an undertaker’s 
establishment in this place, and, aec- 
cording to evidence given at the trial 
both Mrs. Fisher ang Arebach endeav- 
ored to have it shipped to lowa with- 
out the formality of a coroner’s in- 
quest. The inquest took place, how- 
ever, and Arebach was held responsi- 
ble for the shooting. 

According to Arebach’s story, while 


passing through the woods, he stopped 


to roll a cigarette, standing his rifle 
against a stump. The weapon acci- 
dently fell and was discharged, the bul- 
let passing through Fisher’s body. 
Evidence at the trial tended to dis- 
prove this contention, it being shown 
that the bullet passed through the 
body in a direction from that ar

Baptist Pastor Dies After Clearing

Dr. Junius W. Millard, for the past 


eight years one of the leading Baptist 


ministers of Atlanta, and pastor of 
Jackson Hill Baptist church, diea last 
night shortly before midnight. 

At the Sunday morning services he 
preached a short sermon, and then an- 
nounced that he wanted $2,400 to clear 
the church from debt, to start the New 
Year free of all burden. He raised 
$3,000 within ten minutes. 

A stroke of apoplexy came upon 
him yesterday afternoon at 3 o' clock. 
Dr. Millard had not been in good health 
for a number of years, and in 1910 re- 
signed the pastorate of Ponce de Leon 
Avenue Baptist church, to which he 
was called when the church was or- 
ganized. He took a year’s trip through 
Europe and the Holy land, and re- 
turned apparently much better. 

Re-cnters Active Church W ork. 

Active work .called to him from the 
Jackson Hill church, and he took up 
the burden there last January. He 


had laLored to build up the church and 


free it from encumbrances. During his 
short pastorate the membership had 
grown and more work had been under- 
taken by the congregation. On the 
day of his death he saw the debt that 
had hung over the church finally lift- 
ed. a 

Throughout his entire’ life Dr. Mil- 


lard had been an active minister. He 
was callea to Atlanta from Baltimore,

Divine Intervention Asked in

PRAYERS ORDERED BY POPE 


Conditions So Bad That Something 9 
More Than Human Agencies 
Is Necessary. 


Mexico City, December 8.—In obedi- 
ence to a papal decree there will begin 
at, midnight in every Catholic chureh 
throughout the republic a special mass 
for divine intervention in Mexico. In 
St. Peters, at Rome, at the same hour, 
or six o'clock Rome time, Monday 
morning, the pope himself will join 
in the prayers for the restoration of 
peace. 

Monsignor Beggiani. the apostolie 
delegate, Will officiate in the church of 
Guadaloupe, where a service of un- 
usual solemnity is planned, although 
the ceremonies in the cathedral will be 
almost equally impressive. 

That the revolution in Mexico has 
resulted in conditions so bad that 
something more than human agencies 
is necessary to right them, appears to

The federal loss is not given, 
Minor successes inotherregions alse 
are reported. According to unofficial 
reports, however, the rebels are win- 
ning many successes, and there is no 
doubt that they are gaining ground 
in the north and east region of the 
state of Guerrere, while they are fully 
nolding their own in the other regions. 


Oresco Again in Action, 


There is less disposition in 2 
circles to belittle the movement in the 
north, where the remnants ot Orozco’s 
army is showing more evidence of con 
certed action. Choche Campos an 
Indio Mariano are practically in the 
control of northern Durango. The 
latter has burned all bridges of the 
railroad between San Juan del Rio, 
which he captured, and Casa Blanca, 
south of which is a force of 500 fed- 
erals. Campos recently has raided 
fourteen haciendas. In connection 
with these attacks, stories of destruc- 
tion and atrocities are common. 

Rebels on the Pacific coast, state of 
Guerrere, are said to have acquired a 
little post south of Acapulco, whence 
they are shipping to the interior am- 
munition and supplies, which they re- 
ceive there. Those rebels are com- 
manded by Andrew Almazan. 

The general situation is best de- 
fined by explaining that the govern- 
ment is in control of all the big towns 
and many of the smaller places, but 
practically all the disturbed regions 
are in the power of the insurrectos. 
The scattered detachments of liberals 
accomplish little, and for the most 
part are left in the towns, while the 
highways are at the mercy of the 
rebels. The residents at Puebla are 
authority for the statement that it is 
not safe to ride outside the city lim- 
its. 

All Paying the Rebels. 


While it is no secret that Mexicans 
and foreigners alike, in numerous in- 
stances, are paying the rebels peri- 
odically, yet immunity is not always 
given. 

A report that the El Paso junta has 
named Fleres Magon for president, 
has brought from Magon the state- 
ment that it was “unauthorized.”

Washington, December 8.—Unsbar- 
ing condemnatien of those who would 
from “misplaced sentimentality or 
lazy self-interest’ cast the Filipinos 
upon the world in the state of help- 
lessness and before they had acquired 
the full benefits of American civiliza- 
tion, is a strong feature in the annual 
teport of Secretary of War Henry L. 
St'mson. 

Many other subjects of interest are 
treated in the report, such as the re- 
lations of the nationa? guard to the 
army, the improvement in the army 
tactical methods, the inadequacy of 
the present reserve law, the crying 
need of citizenship for the Porto 
Ricans, the conservation“ of the 
national water powers in navigable 
streams and the advisability of 
amending the Panama canal tolls act 
s0 as to reimpose tolls on American 
coastwise shipping leaving the water- 
way.

“One of the surest ways of 
getting rid of the dead wood of 
our army is to work it as far as pos- 
sible under the applicatory methods 
of modern military training.’ the 
secre‘aryv -ieclares. 

Dives Near Army Posts. 

In treating of the morals of thé 
army, Secretary Stimson asserts his 
belief that thé so-called anti-canteen 
legislation has been responsible for 
much vice, a statement which he sup- 
ports by a recital of the results of 
his own inspection of forty-nine of 
the mobile army posts, where he found 
the military reservations adjoined by 
dives and ill-resorts of the vilest 
character. These conditions he be- 
lieves to be the ultimate causes 
“which make the record of our army 
in this respect shameful beyond that 
cf the army of any civilized nation.” 

The tactical reorganization of the 
army on the basis of three infantry 
divisions, the report shows, has pro- 
gressed as far es possible without con- 
gressional assistance in the way of 
providing for large, ample posts, and a 
series of conferences of the general of- 
ficers of the army has been planned 
for this winter. As a result, the time 
now necessary at the outbreak o' war 
to organize the regular army, will be 
dispensed with. 

Touching the army reserve, toward 
which congress has made a start in 
the present appropriation bill, the sec- 
retary said that the most serious de- 
fect in the plan is that it creates too 
long a period of service with the col- 
ors. The experience of the United 
States and that of European nations, 
has shown that the soldier can be 
adequately trained for his duties in 
considerably less than three years. A 
shortening of the period of training 
with the colors, says the secretary, 
Would greatly improve the character 
gf the young men who will go into the 
army, and in no way diminish the ef- 
fectiveness'of their training. 


Militia Pay Bill Favored. 


A strong plea is made for the passage 
of the militia pay bill, now pending, 
because the 100,000 men now in the 
national guard, eager and ambitious 
to be of service in case of war, are 
practically unavailable under present 
conditions. These men, the secretary 
says, should not only be trained for 
war in time of peace, and paid by the 
national government, but it must be 
possible to transfer them immediately 
into the general military force and 
not militia in time of war. In-connec- 
tion with the subject the secretary 
also recommends the passage of the 
pending volunteers’ bill, which would 
not entail] a dollar's expense upon the 
government in this time or in the fu- 
ture until war comes. 2 

Attention is also directed again to 
the great shortage in the supply of 
field artillery, which cannot be pur- 
chased abroad in time of war, and re- 
quires years to manufacture. Taking 
A lesson from the present great strug- 
gle in the east, Secretary Stimson says: 
The amount which we have permitted 
to accumulate would be insufficient for 
a single engagement of the character 
of the engagements in either the 
Russo-Japanese or the present Balkan 
War.“ 

Suggestions of the old controversy 
between the executive and congress 
over the construction of dams in navi- 
gable streams without compensation to 
the government are contained in a long 
chapter of the report dealing with the 
attempt of the war department to pro- 
tect such streams from private jeopar- 
dations. The secretary reiterates his 
views already laid before congress in 
connection with the veto last session 
of the Coosa river dam bill, and he 
again urges that existing law be 
amended so that the guarantee of a 
dam privilege be required to pay a rea- 
sonable sum to the government, the 
proceeds to be used for the develop- 
ment of the stream where the dam is 
located. 

For the Porto Ricans, the secretary 
urges citizenship, declaring that it was 
promised and that it had been earned 
by loyalty. The island should also 
have a department of labor and agri- 
culture and a department of health and 
Sanitation, as well as a rigorous civil 
service law, and all judica officers, 
5 should be made appoint- 
ve. 


Development of Philippines. 


A remarkable recital of the develop- 
ment of the Philippines in ways of civ- 
iJization during the fourteen years of 
American occupation is given in the 
report. It is declared that there is 
no other instance in history where, 
after four years of war and insurrec- 
tion, to over 7,000,000 of an entire alian 
race have been s0 soon given, not 
merel ythe forms of civil control, but 
immediate and extensive participation 
in thelr own government. “Similarly,” 
Says the secretary, “there is no paral- 
el to the material, mental and moral 
progress shown in these ten years of 
civil government dy so many millions 
of people, held for centuries in igno- 
rance and in effect in political and

Enthusiastic Audience Hears Orches- 


tua Concert---Successful From 
Every Standpoint. 


At the Grand yesterday afternoon it 
looked almost as if music were threat- 
ening to become popular in Atlanta. 
The Philharmonic orchestra of the At- 
lanta Musical association reorganized 
and, under the conductorship of Mor- 
timer Wilson, gave their first concert 
of the season, and an audience of 
pleasing size, the largest which has 
ever greeted a local orchestra, ap- 
plauded the very excellent perform- 
ance. 

And this excellence was all the more 
significant in view of the very sub- 
staritial nature of the program, and 
the extreme inadequacy of the num- 
ber of rehearsals. One incident alone 
should gauge for music lovers who 
were not present the ability of the or- 
chestra and what is possible of its fu- 
ture. That was its handling of the 
beautiful andante in the Fifth Sym- 
phony of Beethoven, a movement 
which would of itself place the com- 
poser among the immortals. It was 
a reading so earnest, so reverent and 
so capable as to hold the audience 
rapt with the beauty of the music, up- 
lifted by its nobility: no little triumph 
to the conductor, since people resent 
the poor production of a beautiful 
work, when they might pardon the 
slurring of a mediocre. 

It would sound too much like a 
fairy taletote what was the amount 
of rehearsal the orchestra had been 
able to do. But with the desire to 
give of their best, and with a conduc- 
tor who held them wonderfully in 
touch and infused a common meaning 
with them, the result was a compen- 
sating performance. 

The refined exquisiteness of the 
Lohengrin prelude to Act I., and the 
festive brilliance of the imtroduction 
to the third act, a Slavic march, “Pe- 
ter I.,, by Tschaikowsky, teeming 
with national color and the military 
spirit, and the “Jubilee” overture by 
Carl von Weber, completed the list 
which introduced the fifth year of an 
organization in which Atlanta may 
take a merited pride.

SHOOTS HIMSELF 


Well-Known Young Man of 
Dublin Attempts Suicide. 
Will Recover. 


Dublin, Ga., December 8.—(Special.) 
George Childers, a well-known livery- 
man of this city, wounded himself in 
an attempt to commit guicide at his 
home in this city early this morning. 
His wound is not serious, however, 
and he has every chance to get well. 

Childers, it is said, had been out all 
night drinking, arriving home about 
6 o'clock. He first went to the home 
of his father, who lives just a short 
distance from him, to get his wife, 
who had spent the night there. While 
at his father’s, some one took his 
pistol away from him, but later he 
secured it again and went to his own 
home with his wife. As soon as he 
got inside in the house he pulled his 
pistol, began flourishing it and, before 
anyone could stop him, turned it on 
himself and fired. 

The bullet went into his breast, 
struck his itbs and glanced, making 
only a flesh wound, He was given 
medica] attention at once, and is at 
present getting along hicely, with 
every chance to get well. 

Childers is a member of the firm 
of Dupree & Childers, of this city; 
the son of Rev. E. D. Childers, and a 
young man who is well known in the 
city, where he has lived the greater 


part of his life. ä 


SEVERAL TRUST CASES 
BEFORE SUPREME COURT 


Washington, December 8.— With sev- 
eral important Sherman anti-trust de- 
cisions still pending in the supreme 
court, some members of congress are 
suggesting that consideration of the 


proposed amendments. to the statute 


be delayed until the court has acted. 

The hard coal trust case may be de- 
cided at any Monday session of the 
court. The Patten indictments involv- 
ing whether an agreement to run @ 
cotton corner is a vidlation of the anti- 
trust law, also are expected to have 
an early decision. 

On January 6 arguments will be 
heard by the court as to the validity 
of one set of indictments of United 
Shoe machinery officials for alleged 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Later in the term the court will 
be called upon to construe the law as a 
criminal measure. This will occur 
when the “naval stores’’ case from 
Georgia is reached. Attorneys defend- 
ing the two officials of the American 
Naval Stores company, convicted and 
sentenced to prison, claim that as a 
penal statute the Sherman anti-trust 
law is void, because it does not set 
forth with the clearness required of à 
penal law what acts are prohibited,

FEDERAL CONTROL 
OVER WIRELESS 


Extensive System in Operation 
Friday as Result of the 
Titanic Horror. 


Washington, December 8.—An exten- 
sive system of government supervision 
over wireless telegraphy will become 
effective next Friday, four months 
from the date of the enactment of the 
law. Plans have been made to carry, 
out the new system, both as to the 
Shore stations and steamships opera- 
ted by commercial companies and the 
army and navy stations. 

Government licenses hereafter will 
he required for all shore stations and 
for steamers leaving American ports. 
These licenses are being prepared, 
based upon inspection by government 
experts. There are several hundred 
shore stations along the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, the Gulf and the Great 
Lakes and Porto Rico. The number 
of steamships required to carry wire- 
less under the new law is estimated 
at 1,000. 

Every steamer with a carrying capac- 
ity of fifty passengers on trips ex- 
ceeding two hundreg miles is required 
to have two operators for its wireless 
equipment, in order to provide con- 
tinuous watchfulness for signals of 
distress. Safeguards for quick com- 
munication between the bridge of 
steamers and the wireless operating 
room are provided. 

If accident to the ship should de- 
range the current for the aerial tele- 
graph, provision is made for auxiliary 
machinery to continue the wireless in 
operation. 

The government plans about to be 
put in force combire¢ the act of August 


j 13 last, and various. preceding acts, 


together with regulations issued by 
the department of commerce and la- 
bor covering many details of radio 
communication. 

The country has been divided into 
nine districts to carry out the super- 
vision, the divisional headquarters be- 
ing Boston, New York, Baltimore, Sa- 
vannah, New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Seattle, Cleveland and Chicago. 

The government inspectors are re- 
quired to visit the shore stations and 
ships and to report upon the equip- 
ment and efficiency of instruments. 
These reports are to be made the ba- 
sis of lidenses issued by the govern- 
ment. No station or ship will be per- 
mitted to operate a wireless plant 
without such license. Wireless oper- 
ators also must be licensed. 

Under the new system some of the 
naval stations on the south Atlantic 
coast and on the Pacific coast and the 
army stations in Alaska, where there 
are no commercial stations, will be 
open for general business. 

The new law was framed shortly 
after the Titanic disaster, and one of 
its provisiong gives a right of way for 
distress signals, as follows: 

All stations are required to give 
absolute priority to signals and radio- 
grams relating to ships in distress; to 
cease all sending on hearing a distress. 
signal; and except when engaged in 
answering or aiding the ship in dis- 
tress, to refrain from sending until all 
signals relating to the distress call are 
completed.” 


TO CELEBRATE OPENING 
OF BIG ELECTRIC PLANT 


Columbus, Ga., December 8.—(Spe- 
oial.) — The beginning of operation on 
December 19 of the new $2,000,000 
hydro-electric plant of the Columbus 
Power company, on the Chaétahoochee 
river, 12 miles north of Columbus, is 
to be made the occasion of the gath- 
ering of a thousand or more business 
men of this and other sections of Geor- 
gia. There will de visitors from Ala- 
bama also, and the governors of Geor- 
gia and Alabama will be invited. 

Elaborate preparations for the enter- 
tainment of the visitors will be made 
by the power company and by the 
Hardaway Construction company, of this 
city, which built the power plant. 

Power from the mammoth plant will 
be used for the operation of industria] 
establishments in this city and also in 
Newnan, LaGrange, West Point, Ho- 
gansville and Grantville. Transmis- 


‘sion lines between the plant and the 


‘latter cities have been constructed, 
and are ready for use. 

The capacity of the hydro-electric 
plant is approximately 40,000 horse- 
power, and it will supply electricity 
for many. purposes over a wide area, 

A railway several miles in length 
connects the plant with the Columbus- 


Birmingham line of the Central of 


Georgia railway, and on the day of 
the formal opening of the plant a spe- 
cial train will convey visitors.

Several years ago Asa G. Candler, whose astuteness no Atlan- 
tan is likely to question, arrived at the same conclusion regarding

| AN INTERSTATE MILEAGE PROBE. 


Commercial travelers’ organizations in Georgia and throughout 
the south will do well to take cognizance of an investigation of 
mileage book regulations of all the railroads east of the Mississippi, 
and south of the Potomac and Ohio rivers, ordered recently by the 
interstate commerce commission. It is likely the hearing will be 
one of the most exhaustive held in recent years. The railroads are 
allowed until December 20 to make answer outlining their side 
of the case. 

If the inquiry is as comprehensive as it should be, it may be 
expected to shed light on many phases of the mileage situation that 
have baffled adjustment in Georgia and the south generally. Even 
with the half-a-loaf concessions offered recently by Georgia’s rail- 
road commission, the traveling public of Georgia feels it is not yet 
being accorded a square deal. 

The forthcoming investigation at Washington may afford op- 
portunities to correct inequalities in this and other states. Sooner 
or later the show-down in this long battle is coming as between 
the railroads and their patrons. It is to the interest of all commer- 
cial travelers’ associations, and Georgians and Americans generally 
who use mileage books, to see that they are amply represented 
when the railroads present their case.

A TIP TO HIGHWAY WORKERS. 


} 

| One of the most aggressive unofficial organizations in America 
is the National Rivers and Harbors congress. Its members have 
not yet materialized their ambitious program. But they have been 
singularly influential in prodding sleepy or ignorant congressmen 
to the importance of highway projects in this country. Last week 
the association met in annual session at Washington. The dele- 
| gates were addressed by men of the first national standing. An- 
other and an even broader program of waterway improvement was 
outlined for the consideration of congress. 


The methods and the enterprise of these busy patriots, and 
we use the term without sarcasm, comprise à valuable sug- 
gestion to the sponsors for the good roads propaganda the country 
over. Improvements upon harbors and rivers are imperative. The 
Constitution has never discounted their value. But the building of 
new highways, and government aid to that end, is equally urgent. 
This phase of governmental activity has been virtually neglected, 
| while the other has boomed ahead at higher speed each year. 


| The construction and improvement and maintenance of public 
‘highways touches the material welfare of every man, woman and 
child in the United States. The project bears intimately on the 
cost of living, since poor roads increase the expense of transporta- 
tion.

The 
only question that ever came up be- 
tween me and my associates was about 
an excess line of accommodation ex- 
tended to a corporation in which I was 
Interested as a stockholder. The §$40,- 
000 mentioned evidently refers to that 
line. I put up my personal collateral 
to secure that, and there Las not been 
an open question or an unsettled item 
between me and the bank for nearly 
three years, and I continue to live in 
Asheville. I did not know that an in- 
vestigation was being made. The 
charges, I am certain, are brought 
through malice of a member of the 
bank’s board, whom I tried to keep out 
of the bank.“ 

Carter sald he organized the com- 
pany six years ago ang owned the ma- 
jority of the stock. He resigned in 
April, 1910, he said, against the wishes 
of the directors, and went to New 


York for a while.

Washington. December 8.—Captain 
Roald Amunsden, discoverer of the 
South Pole, will be the guest ot honor 
at the annual banquet of the National 
Geographic society here Saturday 
night, January 11.

CANAL CONFERENC 
OPENS. TOMORROW 


Leading Southern Financiers and 
Latin Diplomats to Discuss 
Possibilities. 


When the Panama canal conference 
begins Tuesday in the assembly hall of 
the Piedmont hotel, one of the most 
notable and representative bodies of 
men will begin deliberation that ever 
set together in any southern city. 

For two days the members of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce will act 
as hosts to the several hundred vis- 
itors, who will be present for the con- 
ference, including a majority of the 
diplomatic corps of Central and South 
America, eight railroad and steamship 
line presidents, leading manufacturers 
and wholesale merchants from all parts 
of the south and a number of distin- 
guished individual guests. 

The conference will be called to or- 
der Tuesday by Vice President V. H. 
Kriegshaber, of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, who will briefly state its 
object. Director John Barrett, of the 
Pan-Américan union, will then make 
an address, starting the discussion of 
the commercial problems that will fol- 
low, in which a number of foreign min- 
isters will join. With W. A. Erwin, of 
Durham, N. C., presiding, the discussion 
of cotton and other manufacturing in- 
dustries in relation to the Panama 
canal will be taken up. 

Wednesday’s discussion will first be 
on the subject of the railroads and 
steamship lines’ interest in the Panama 
canal; President W. W. Finley, of the 
Southern railway, presiding at the be- 
ginning of the morning session.

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New Orleans, December 8.—There 
will probably be but two events of im- 
in the cotton market. One 
will be the census bureau report on 
ginning up to the end of November, 
to be issued at 9 o'clock, New Orleans 
time, Monday morning, and the other 
will be the crop estimate by the de- 
partment of agriculture, which will be 
issued at 1 o’clock Thursday afternoon. 
Naturally, the estimate will be of more 
importance than the ginning figures 
and the trading of the entire week 
can hardly help revolving around it. 

As opinion stood at the end of last 
week, the census report will be bear- 
ish. The trade expects something 
around 12,000,000 bales. While this is 
smaller than the amount turned out to 
the corresponding time last year, it is 
looked upon as large, considering other 
comparisons. Bulls gloss this over by 
stating that this is the fastest picked 
and ginned crop ever known, a claim 
that they have been putting, forward 
for about three years now. Bears con- 
tend that it points to a larger total 
crop than the world has been figur- 
ing on. 

The census figures, especially if they 
show any great departure from expec- 
tations, will be used as the basis for a 
batch of new guesses as to what the 
government’s estimate of the crop will 
be, and any growth of sentiment one 
Way or another that may develop in 
consequence will undoubtedly have a 
quick influence on prices. The market 
will probably be very nervous, with 
erratic fluctuations, up to Thursday. If 
the signs are worth anything, Thurs- 
day will be a wild day on the exchange, 
with heavy trading, and, possibly, wide 
price changes. 

Up to recently the bulls were con- 
vinced that the government’s estimate 
of the crop would be below 14,000,000 
bales, but private estimates this last 
week have shaken that belief some- 
what. At the same time, it is gener- 
ally acknowledged that the tendency 
of the government to underestimate 
the crop should be taken into consid- 
eration, and that figures much over 
14,000,000 bales would be surprising. 
As sentiment now stands, an estimate 
commencing with thirteen would cause 
an advance, while 14,000,000 bales, or 
over, could favor the bears, since the 
estimate will not include linters, and 
the short side is bound to allow for 
the habit of underestimating, no mat- 
ter what claims are advanced by the 
bulls.

To Settle Savannah Harbor 
Fraud Suit Brought by 
Government. 


Syracuse, N. T., December 8.—The 
suit of the United States against Colo- 
nel John F. Gaynor and other members 
of his family, to recover about $500,000 
alleged proceeds of the Savannah har- 
bor frauds of 1897, has been settled for 
$126,000. The decree in the case was 
signed by United States Judgé, Day, at 
Norwich, yesterday. Colonel Gaynor 
did not contribute to the settlement, 
and, according to government attor- 
neys, is practically without funds. Wil- 


‘iam T. Gaynor and Edward H. Gaynor, 


brothers of the colonel; Annie Gaynor, 
his sister, and Miss Katherine Gaynor, 
his daughter, supplied funds for the 
settlement, the last named paying more 
than three-fourths of the total amount. 

Marion Erwin, special assistant to the 
United States attorney general, and 
Edward I. Johnson, an expert account- 
ant, who worked on the case from the 
time indictments were found against 
Colonel Gaynor, Benjamin Greene and 
Captain Oberlin M. Carter, claimed to 
have traced $436,000 in securities al- 
leged to have been taken from the gov- 
ernment through the Savannah con- 
tracts. 

Of the $436,000 all but the $125,000 
paid in settlement is declared to be 
the property of the defendants, and is 
secured against by further action by 
the government. Judge Day’s decree 
gives the government the right to pro- 
ceed against any new assets which it 
may discover. , 


ELIJAH’S PARDON 
NOT EXPECTED 


Camden, Maine, December 8.— There 
is no reason to expect an early par- 
don of the Rev. Frank W, Sanford, the 
imprisoned leader of the Holy Ghost 
and Us society, according to leading 
members of the sect here, who were 
shown dispatches today saying Sand- 
ford had written friends that he ex- 
pected President Taft to pardon him 
tefore Christmas. 

“We hope the report may be true, 

but we have heard nothing to indicate 
that our leader is to be freed,” said 
Captain A. K. Perry, commander of the 
society’s. fleet of vessels. Captain 
Perry added that as far as he knew, 
Sandford had made no reference in 
any recent letters to the leaders at 
Shiloh of any expectation of a pardon 
soon. 
Sandford has served nearly one year 
of a ten-year sentence for manslaugh- 
ter in the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta, Ga., in connection with the 
death of six members of the crew of 
the Holy Ghost and Us society’s 
yacht Cornet, during a voyage 
from Africa last year. It was charged 
thatthe deaths were due to Sandford’s 
negligence in not supplying the men 
with sufficient food. 


It was said at the federal prison 
last night that nothing was known of 
ary pardon for Sandford or his appli- 
cation for one. It was impossible to 
communicate with the imprisoned 
leader himself.

Insists on Filling Pulpit. 

Sunday morning Dr. Millard told 
members of his family that he was not 
feeling as well as usual, but insisted 
on filling his pulpit. Arriving at the 
church he -chose Romans, xiv, 12-16, 
as his text, and spoke upon “Fragrant 
Christians.” He asked his people to 
become like the Master, and let the 
sweet effervescence of the spirit of 
Christ be so upon them that all others 
might recognize it and feel compelled 
to follow their lead. 

His sermon was short—hardly twen- 
ty minutes had he preached, when he 
stopped and announced that he wanted 
to start off the new year with no bur- 
den of debt on the church.

Debt Raised at Pastor's Plea.
